S286 11E love 1 had for my own country, in my 


% younger days, prompted me to vifit many parts 
2283 of it; and to refufe great offers made me, to 


go into foreign and fafhionable tours. ~1 was 
fenfible, we abounded at home with extraordinary cu- 
riofities, and things remarkable, both in Art and Na- 
ture; as well as moft valuable Antiquities in all kinds; 
moft worthy of our regard: and which it moft became 
us to take cognifance of. 

Thefe confiderations might perhaps induce me to be 
too hafty, in publifhing my juvenile work, in this kind 
of learning; Itinerarium Curiofum, with an hundred in- 
graved plates: chiefly with a view to point out a way 
and method of inquiry: and to render this ftudy both 
-ufeful and entertaining. 

The more readily therefore, I can excufe myfelf, in 
regard to imperfections in that work, as I had not fight 
of our author’s Treatife, Richard of Cirencefter, at that 
time abfolutely unknown. 

Since then, I have had the good fortune to fave this 
moft invaluable work of his, I could not refrain from 
Fee ip con- 


fae] 


contributing fomewhat, toward giving an account of it, 
and of its author. I gladly addrefs it to your Lordfhip, 
who worthily prefide over the Autiguarian Society. I 
am fenfible, your Lordfhip is animated with a like {pirit 
in favor of your country, and of your country Anti- 
quities. 

I propofe therefore briefly to recite, 


J. What memoirs we can recover, concerning our au- 
thor, and his writings. 


II. I fhall give an account of the map prefixed to the 
prefent treatife, which I copied from that of our au- 
thor; giving it the advantage of the prefent geographi- 
cal direction. I fhall exhibit an alphabetical index of all 
the places mentioned in it, with the modern names an- 
nexed. 


IlJ. A tranfeript of his moft curious I¢izerary ; with 
an alphabetical index, all along affigning the prefent 
names of the places, according to the beft of my judg- 
ment. ‘Thisis the laft helpwe muft expect, toward find- 
ing out the Roman names of places in Brittain. 


IV. I fhall mention the occafion and manner of find- 
ing out, and faving the Manufcript. 


I. Let us inquire, who our Richard of Cirencefter 
was. And it will be regular, to declare who he was 
not.

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He has often been confounded with a Richard, a 
monk of Weffminfter, a writer who lived a good deal 
after our author. This later Richard was a Devonfbire 
man, cited by Ri/don, in his defcription of that county : 
by Antony Wood, from Pit/e’s Manufcript, p. 462: by 
Fuller, book I. in his worthies, p. 263: by Bale, V.87: 
by bifhop Zanner, who repeats this; all erroneoufly. 

My learned friend, the reverend Mr. Widmore, libra- 
rian to Wefiminfler-Abby, deferves public thanks, for 
his inquiries, which he made at my requeft. In pe- 
rufing the dy rolls diligently, he finds, that he was 
Richard, a monk of Weftminfter, admitted in 1450, a 
member of that religious foundation: that he continued 
there till 1472. The roll beyond that time is de- 


- fective. 


But our author, Richard of Cirenceffer’s name, farft 
appears on the Chamberlain's lift of the monks of Wef- 
minfter, by the name Circefire, in 1355, 30. E. III. 

In 1387, he is witnefs in a parchment deed, by the 
name of Richardo Cirenceftre confrater. 

1397, in the Chamberlain’s lift, mentioned again R. 
Cirencefter. 

1399, Ric. Cirenceftre. 

1400, he was in the .44dy infirmary, and died, in 
that, or the next year. The place of his interment que- 
ftionlefs, is in the dy cloifters. 

What is more particularly to be remarked, is this. In 
the year 1391, 14.R. II. he obtain’d a licenfe of the 
Abbot, to go to Rome. This, no doubt, he perform’d 
between that, and the year 1397.

Thus bifhop WVicol/on, in his Exglifb hiftorical library, 
p. 65. ‘ Nor have I any more to fay, of Richard of 
“- Chicheffer (he means our Cirente/fer) than what ohn 
‘© Pitts has told me, fol. 438, that be was a monk of 
“ Weffminfier, A. D. 1348, that he travelled to moft 
“ of the libraries in England, and out of his colleétions 
“© thence, compiled a notable hiftory of this kingdom, 
“ from the coming in of the Swxovs, down to his own 
“ time. 
“ But it feems (lays the bifhop) he treated too, of 
much higher times. 
Hence we gather an exact idea of our author's genius, 
a lover of learning, a lover of his country; which he 
ftudied to adorn. We learn his indefatigable diligence, 
in fearch of what might contribute to its hiftory. He 
travelled all over England, to ftudy in the Monaftic li- 
braries: his eager thirft prompted him to vifit Rome; 
and he probably {pent fome years there. But his chief 
attention was to the hiftory of his own country. 

It will give you pleafure to read the original Licenfe, 
ftill preferv’d in the archives of the Ady, as Mr. Wid- 


more tran{crib’d it, omitting the contractions.

------ de Litlyngton preceded him: in whole time our 
Richard was admitted into the Abby, above thirty 


ears ago.

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Obferve we, in his Chorography of Brittain heisa 
little more particular upon Cirencefer; as a genius is 
naturally inclined to {how regard to the place of his na- 
tivity. 

Et cui relique (urbes) nomen, laudemque debent, Co- 
vinum 3; urbs perfpicabilis: Opus, ut tradunt, Vefpafi- 
ani Ducis. 

Again, we may believe, Richard was of a good fa- 
mily, and had a fortune of his own, to fupport the charge 
of travelling. 

Hence we need not wonder, to fee the produce of his 
eager thirft in learning. He was not content to write 
the tranfactions in his own Convent, or of thofe of his 
own time, but penetrated far and deep in his refearches. 
for we {hall find that he wrote the Exg/i/b hiftory to his 
own time: the Saxon hiftory complete: above that, the 
Brittifb hiftory, from the time the Romans left us; and, 
to crown all, we learn from the prefent work now hap-=. 
pily preferved, the completeft account ‘of the Roman ftate 
of Brittain, and of the moft antient inhabitants thereof; 
and the geography thereof admirably depicted in a moft 
excellent map. 

Such was this truly great man, Richard of Cirencefter} 
What was his family, name, and origin, we know not, 
but it was the fafhion of the Ecclefiaftics of thofe days, 
and fo down to Henry the VIIIth’s time, to take local 
names from the place of their nativity ; probably as more 
honorable. for moft of the names then, were what 
we call Sodriguets, travelling names, a cuftom learnt 
from the expeditions into, the holy land: what we call

nick-names. for inftance,, fome were taken from offices, 
as pope, bifbop, prieft, deacon. {ome from animals, as 
bull, doe, hog, {ome from birds, as dat, kite, peacock, 
fome from fifhes, as /almon, herring, pike, fome dimi- 
nutive names of mere contempt, as peafecod, {cattergood, 
mift, farthing. and the very family-royal, the celebrated 
Plantaginet, means no more than droom/lick. 


But to leave this: we will recite, what we find of 
our author’s works. 7 

Thus Gerard John Voffius, de biftoricis Latinis, L. Uy. 
quarto, p. 532, englifhed. ‘‘ About the year 1340, lived 
“ Richard of Cirencefter, an Englifbman, monk of We/t- 
‘ minfier, Benediétine. he ufed much induftry in com- 
«¢ piling the hiftory of the Azglofaxons, in five books 
“ of Chronica. that work begins from the arrival of 
‘ Hengiff the Saxon into Brittain, A. D. 448. thence, 
‘ through a feries of nine centuries, he ends at the year 
1348, 32 E. II. and this work is divided into two. the 
firft part begins, 

Poft primum Infule Britannie regem, &c. this is 
called by the author Speculum hifloriale, and contains 
four books. ! 

The other part is called Auglofaxonum Chronicon, L.V. 
is a continuation of the former part, Prudentie Veterum 
mos inolevit ---- it was ‘fohn Stows, fays a manufcript note 
of Fofcelin, in a manuf{cript in the Cotton library, Mero 
C. iii. a manufcript of both parts is found in the public 
library, Cambridge, among the manufcripts, fol. contains

V offius {ays, there 1s in Benmet-College library, Cam- 
bridge, a manufcript epitome Chronicorum, which ac- 
knowledges our Richard for its author, in the title. 

There is in the Arundel library of the Royal Society, 
among the manufcripts, p. 137, mention’d this. Brizo- 
num, Anglorum et Saxonum bhiftoria, to the reign of 
Hen. Vil. faid to ‘be of this author. : 

Dr. Stanley, in his catalogue of the manulcripts in 
Bennet-College library aforefaid, p. 22. G. VHI. men- 


tions this. Ricard: Ciceftrit Speculum hifforiale, vel An- 


glofaxonum Chronicon, ab anno 449. ad H. il. 

In the printed catalogue of manuf{cripts, p. 134, N° 
1343. (66) Epitome Chronicorum Anglia, L.1, 2, Epi- 
tome Chronicorum Ric. Cic. Monachi Weftmonafterii. 

There is a work of our Richard’s in the Lambeth Vi- 
brary, among the Wharton manufcripts, L.'p. 59. and 
the late Dr. Richard Rawlinfon bought a manufcript of 
his, at Sir Fofeph Fekyl’s fale; which is now at Oxford. 

Our author was not eminent folely in this kind of 
learning: ‘but ‘we find likewife the traces of other works 
‘of his, in his clerical charafter. Thus in a volume of 
St. Ferom’s ad Eugenium, 19, 9. a manufcript in Bennet

College library, is mention of Traéfatus mag. magiftri 
Ricardi Cirenceftre, fuper fymbolum majus et minus. 

There is likewife in the library of Peterburgh, T. IV. 
a work of his, de Officiis Ecclefia/ticis, L. VIL. begins Of 
fium ut--- This is mentioned by William Wydeford, 
and attributed to our Richard, in his determination againft 
the trialogue of Wiclff, artic. 1. fol. G6. likewife by 
Richard Wych, who fays, he flourifhed A.D. 1348. 

Thus much we have to fay concerning our author’s 
life and works. but let us reflec on what Dr. WVicolfon 
fays, in reciting what he had wrote of the Saxon hiftory, 
adding, but it feems, be treated too of much higher times. 
here he muft at leaft mean his Briszi/h hiftory: or that 
from the time of the Roays. and perhaps that defcrip- 
tion of Roman Brittain, which we are now treating of. 
but what reafons were fuggefted to him about it, we 
cannot guefs. and in our manufcript we obferve it be- 
gins with p. xxii, as appears from a {crip I defired my 
friend Bertram to fend me, of the manner of the writ- 
ing. therefore fome other work of our Richard’s was 
probably contained in thofe 22 pages. 

However thefe matters may have been, we mutt juftly 
admire our author's great capacity, in compiling the hi- 
ftory of his country from firft to laft; as far as he could 
eather it, from all the materials then to be found; in all 
the confiderable libraries in England; and what he could 
likewife find to his purpofe, in foreign parts. whether 
he found our map and manufcript in our monattic li- 
braries at home; or in the Vatican, or elfewhere abroad, 
we cannot determine. he himfelf gives us no other light 

Hig in 
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in the cafe, than that it was compiled from memoirs @ 
guodam Duce Romano confignatis, et pofteritati relictis, 
which I am perfuaded is no other than Agricola, under 
Domitian. 3 

But above all, we have reafon to congratulate our- 
felves, that the prefent work of his is happily refcu’d from 
oblivion, and moft likely from an abfolute deftrudtion.. 

I fhall now concifely recite the hiftory of its dif 
covery. 


In the fummer of 1747, Yume 11, whilft I lived at. 
Stamford, I receiv’'d a letter from Charles Fulius Ber- 
tram, profeffor of the Exgli/h tongue in the Royal ma- 
rine Academy of Copenhagen, a perfon unknown to me. 
The letter was polite, full of compliments, as ufual with 
foreigners, exprefling much candor and refpect to me; 
being, only acquainted with fome works of mine pub- 
lifhed. the letter was dated the year before: for all that 
time he hefitated in fending it. 

Soon after my receiving it, I fent a civil anfwer: 
which produced another letter, with a prolix and elabo- 
rate Jatin epiftle inclos’d, from the famous Mr. Gramm, 
privy-counfellor, and chief librarian to his Danifo Ma- 
jefty: a learned gentleman, who had been in England, 
and vifited our univerfities, (Mr. Martin Folkes remem- 
bered him.) he was Mr. Bertram’s great friend and 
patron. 

I anfwered that letter, and it created a correfpon- 
dence between us. among other matters, Mr. Bertram 
mentioned a manufcript in a friend’s hands, of Richard 

of 
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of Veftminfter,being a hiftory of Roman Brittain, which 


he thought a great curiofity: and an antient map of the 
ifland annex’d. 

In november, that year, the Duke of Montagu, who 
was pleas’d to have a favor for me, drew me from a be- 
loved retirement, where I propofed to {pend the remain- 
der of my life: therefore wonder’d the more, how Mr. 
Bertram found me out. nor was I follicitous about A7z- 
chard of Weftminfter, as he then called him, till I was 
prefented to St. George’s church, Queen-Sguare. when I 
became fix’d in London, I thought it proper to cultivate 
my Copenhagen correfpondence, and I received another 
Jatin \etter from Mr. Gramm; and foon after an account 
of his death, and a print of him in profile. 

I now began to think of the manufcript, and defired 
fome little extract from it; then, an imitation of the 
hand-writing, which I {hewed to my late friend Mr. Ca/- 
ley, keeper in the Cotton library, who immediately pro- 
nounced it to be 400 years old. 

I prefsd Mr. Bertram to get the manufcript into his 
hands, if poflible. which at length, with fome difficulty, 
he accomplifhed: and on my follicitation, fent to me in 
letters, a tranfcript of the whole; and at laft a copy of 
the map: he having an excellent hand in drawing. 

Upon perufal, I ferioufly follicited him to print it, as- 
the greateft treafure we now can boatt of, in this kind of 
learning. in the mean time, I have here extracted fome 
account of the Treatife, for your prefent entertainment : 
as I gave it to Dr. Mead, and to my very worthy friend 
Mr. Gray of Colchefter, fome time paft, at their requeft. 
rat Ricard:

Cap. HI. Of the inhabitants; their origin; he men- 
tions reports of Hercules coming hither. of their man- 
ners: chiefly from Cz/ar’s Commentaries. of the mili- 
tary of the Britons; chiefly from Ce/ar’s Commentaries. 

Cap. IV. Of the Druids authority and religion. in 
time of invafion all the princes chofe a Dictator to com- 
mand: chiefly from Ce/ar. 

Cap. V. Of the fertility of Brizzain. its metals, &c. 

Cap. VI. Of the divifion of the ifland into feven pro- 
vinces. Britannia prima, fecunda, Flavia, Maxima, Va- 
lentia, and Vefpafiana. thefe were all under the Roman 
power. Caledonia is additional to the former, being the 
northweft part of Scotland, the highlands, beyond In- 
vernefs. we never had a true notion of the divifion of 
thefe provinces before: nor that the Romans poffefied all 
the country to Invernefs. 


This chapter is very long: .but as to the matter of it, 
‘tis an invaluable curiofity, to the inquirers into Roman 
Brittain. he gives us an exact, and copious chorography 
of the whole ifland: its boundaries, rivers, mountains, 
promontories, roads, nations, cities, and towns, in the 

time 
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time of the Romans. it is accompanied with an accurate 
map of faciei Romana, as the author terms it. 

He gives us more than a hundred names of cities, 
roads, people, and the like: which till now were abfo- 
lutely unknown to us. the whole is wrote with great 
judgment, perfpicuity, and concifenefs, as by one that 
was altogether mafter of his fubject. 

We have reafon to believe, he copied fome memoirs 
wrote even in Roman times. 

He fpeaks of the warlike nation of the Sexones who 
lived in Surrey. they, under the conduct of Brennus, 
paffed into Gaul, and over the 4/pes, and befeig’d Rome. 
Romam faftu elatam, ifta incurfione vaftatam folo: et 
Rempublicam Romanam funditus evertiffent; ni eam Dii 
ipfi, more Nutricis, in finu quafi geftare videbantur, &c, 

Again, {peaking of Bath, Therme, Aque folis gui- 
bus fontibus prefules erant Apollinis et Minerve lVu- 
mind. 

Our author mentions no lefs than thirty-eight Roman 
ftations,. beyond the fartheft vallum of Antoninus: and 
in England innumerable cities, towns, roads, &c, alto- 
gether new tous. fuch as Forum Diane, a city of the 
Caffi : Cantiopolis: Colonia gemina Martia: Theodofia: 
Vitoria: Tfinnis and Argolicum, cities in Lincolnfbire : 
ad felinam: in medio: ad aguas: ad alone: flatio Tra- 
geflus: ad vigefiimum Jc. lapidem: BibraGe, a city not 
far from London: ad lapidem: ad decimum: and very 
many more. 

He mentions Via juha: a triumphal arch in Camulo- 
dunum.: vivers,; promontories, woods, mountains, lakes, 


bays, 
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bays, ports, founders of cities, things and matters not 
named before, in any monuments come to our hands. 

In Cornwall he fpeaks of Herculis columnae, and in- 
fula Herculea, he remarks, the country of Cornwall 
abounding with metals, was formerly frequented by the 
Pheenicians and Greeks: who fetched tyn from thence. 
and that the local names there, retain a Phanician and 
Greek turn. 

De Caledonia. he defcribes this highland part of Brit- 
tain very particularly. their towns, mountains, promon- 
tories, &¥c. he {peaks of the report of U/yffes coming 
thither, toft by tempefts; and facrificing on the fhore. 
this is mention’d in Orpheus’s Argonautics. 

He {peaks too of altars on the fea-fhore, beyond Jn- 
vernefs, fet up by the Romans: as marks and bounds of 
their dominion. | 

Till now, Edenburgh had the honor of being thought 
the Prerooton or caffra alata of the Romans; but our 
author removes it, far away to the river Varar in Scot- 
land. 

In Caledonia, tho’ never conquer’d by the Romans, he 
gives us many names of people and towns. 


Cap. VII. Itinerarium Brittaniarum omnium, our au- 
thor had been upbraided, particularly by an eminent pre- 
late, for turning his head this way, and fpending his 
time in ftudies of this kind: which he here apologizes 
for. he fhows the ufe of thefe ftudies, and the certainty 
of things he recounts. 


cc As. 
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“ As to the certainty, fays he, of the names of people 
and towns tran{fmitted to us, we can no more doubt 
of them, than of the being of other antient nations, 
fuch as the 4fyrians, Parthians, Sarmatians, Celtibe- 
rians, &c. of the names of Fudea, Italy, Gaul, 
Brittain, London, and the like, which remain to this 


day, the fame as formerly: monuments of the truth 


of old hiftory. 

“ As to the ufe, fays he, we learn hence, the veracity 
of the holy Scriptures: that all mankind fprung from 
one root, not out of the earth as mufhrooms. that a 
variety muft be fought for in all ftudies. 

‘¢ Particularly, this ftudy gives us a noble inftance of 
the efficacy of the preaching of the Gofpel. which 
with amazing celerity quite beat down Paganifim, thro’ 
this country, he is defcribing, as well as through the 
whole world. 

« Another ufe of the ftudy, is affifting us, in forming 
true fchemes of chronology. 

«© Then to the peint, he acquaints us; he drew much 


‘ of his materials ex fragmentis quibufdam a Duce quo- 


dam Romano confignatis, et pofteritati relictis, fequens 
colleStum eft Itinerarium. additis ex Ptolomeo et aliunde 
nonnullts. 

He fays, there were ninety-two eminent cities in Brit- 


tain, thirty-three more famous than the reft. nine co- 
lonies of the Roman foldiers. ten cities of Latio jure do- 
aate. twelve Stipendiarie. 


All thefe he recites particularly. 
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Diapbragmata or Ivers. 


He gives us the whole length and breadth of the 
ifland in miles. and then prefents us with no lefs than 
nineteen I7ers, or journies, in all manner of directions, 
quite acrofs the ifland; the names of places and diftances 
between: in the manner of that celebrated antique mo- 
nument, called Antininus’s Itinerary. 

Very many of the names of places here, are intirely 
new to us: and as to the whole, though ‘tis unavoid- 
able, that they muft in fome journeys coincide with 4z- 
toninus’s Itinerary; yet it is not in the leaft copied from 
thence. nay, our author never faw that monument. 
On the contrary, his J7er’s are all diftin& things; more 
correct and particular: and much better conducted than 
the others, and likewife fuller. they exceedingly affift 
us in correcting that work, on which the learned have 
from time to time, beftowed fo much pains. 

Tis very obvious, that this muft be of an extraordi~ 
nary ufe and certainty, in fixing places, and their names 
in our Brittania Romana: which hitherto, for the moft 
part, was done by guefs-work, and etymology, and cri~ 
ticifm.

All the imperial expeditions hither, thofe of legates, 
propretors, in their fucceflive order: the taking of parti- 
cular cities: the moving off of Briti/h people into Lre- 
land: the building of the walls: the Romans abandon- 
ing Ve/pafiana province. the perfecutions of the chri- 
ftians.

aN firft fight, this map appears very extraordinary, 
but when I came to compare it with thofe of Briz- 
tain, in Ptolomy, and other old geographers, I was much 
furprized to find how far it exceeds them. shat in the 
oldeft editions of Ptolemy is very mean, and efpecially 
erroneous, in turning all the major part of Scotland to- 
ward the eaft, inftead of the north. printed at Um, 
14.82. ) 

- have Schottus’s edition at Argenfom, 1513, with Mi- 


 vandula’s tranflation. 


Alfo 
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Alfo another edition, 1540, at Bafl. by Munfler. 
but the map of Brittain and Ireland, in all, poor, and 
jejune. 

The defcription in Prolomy is compofed from two fe- 
parate pieces; one a map of all the country north of 
Coria, or of the Preientura in Scotland, which Aerico- 
la made: this I fay, when they came to join it to the 
map of the reft of the ifland, they placed it eaftward, 
inftead of northward. and from this erroneous map, 
Ptolomy compofed his defcription of Brittain. this map 
in other refpects is very empty and incorrect. our author 
himfelf finds fault with it. 

Mercator afterwards made his map for the next edi- 
tion of Ptolomy, fomewhat improv’d; but the northern 
part, or that of Scorland, ftill aukwardly bent toward 
the eaft. 

Confequent to this, Or¢elivs his map is much im- 
prov’d; the northern part plac’d properly. yet in an un- 
feemly manner, as welli as out of the rules of geogra- 
phy, he turns the weftern fide of Brittain and Lreland 
upward in the plan, inftead of the northern; agreeable to 
our prefent geographical charts. 

Next follows our Richard of Cirenceffer’s map, which 
exceeds them all, beyond compare. and the more we 
confider it, the more we approve. we eafily difcern, 
how far it is preferrd to the Brittania Romana of the 
excellent Mr. Camden; whoie judgment and diligence 
we have reafon to admire. 

Richard’s map is only equall’d by his written defcrip- 
tion, or chorography of Brittain. but he turn’d his 

map 
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map with the eaft-fide uppermoft, inflead of the north, 
I have therefore, to give it ‘its proper beauty in that re- 
{pect, copied 1) according to modern geography, and in 
a fomewhat larger feale. . 

There are in Brittain, fays our author, cities of greater 
eminence XCII. of greatelt XXXII. I give the mo-

This is a moft curious catalogue of matters hitherto 
we were ignorant of. what Brizti/b cities were munici- 
pia, what Roman colonies, what free of Rome, what 
ftipendiary. colonies liv’d under the Roman laws, muni- 

cipia under their own. : 
— Ninnius and Gildas name twenty-eight moft famous 
Roman cities in Brittain, which the excellent archbifhop 
Ujber has commented upon. but the catalogue is quite 


different from ours. yet therein our author is confirm’d 
in 
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in calling Verulam a Municipium. in Ninnius ‘tis call’d 
Caer Municip. 

From ours we learn, in the early time of the em- 
pire, where the Roman legions were quarter’d. the /egio 
gemina Martia vidtrix was the XIVth, here faid to be 
at Camulodunum, Colchefter; it was left here in Clau- 
dius’s time. this legion vanquifhed Boadicia : was called 
out of Brittain early by Ve/pafan. here then we fee our 
authors manufcript was prior to that time, viz. A. D. 
40. I mean ¢hat from whence he extracted his work; 
the original manufcript. for we are to underftand of it, 
as we do of that called Aytonini Itinerarium, that it 
was a parchment roll made for the ufe of the emperor 
and his generals: which being tranfmitted down from 
one general to another, and frequently copied and tran- 
{cribed, received from time to time feveral additions and 
interpolations of cities new built; and likewife others 
{truck out, which were then in ruins. 

The fegio Claudia, quarter'd at Gloucefter, was the 
Vilth Aug. this legion came over into Brittain with 
Fulius Cafar, he calls it veterrima oie it was named 
Claudia from the emperor; and called pia fidelis, by the 
Roman Senate. hence Gloucefter was called Claudio ce- 
ftria, from its refidence here: and that it refided here, 
we learn from our author, who fays he has it from wri- 
ters of moft antient Roman times. it remain’d: here in 
Caraufius’s time. 

The legio Cretica, quarter'd at Weficheffer, was the 
XX.V.V. they were in Brittain in Werc’s time: fettled 
here by Agricola, A.D, 84, from our author only, we 
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learn this title of Crezica > as having been originally le- 
vied in Crete. this was here in Caraufius’s time. 

Legio Il. Aug. quarter'd at Caerleon in Wales, came 
into Brittain in the reign of Claudius, under the com- 
mand of Ve/pafian. this /egion was ftation’d at Canrer- 
6ury in fome later times, according to our author, C. VI. 
whence we gather, he compil’d his work out of old wri- 
ters of different ages. 

The /egio VI. came into Brittain with Hadrian, fet- 
tled at York; by Mr. Gale thought to be called Gordiana. 
York was made a colony of that legion. Antoninus Pius 
made it a municipium: and continued this legion there. 
it was concerned in perfecting the Car/dike navigation to 
Peterborough. 

Thefe legions are all mention’d in our author. before 
the time that Ve/pafian was emperor, Yofephus relates, Bell. 
gud. I. 16. that king Agrippa, in his {peech to the Fews, 
in (Vero’s time, and before that emperor called the 
X1Vth legion from Brittain, {peaks of four legions then 
in Brittain. 

I have this further to add, in relation to our map; 
when I began to confider it with that attention which it 
deferves, I was a little furpriz’d, to fee the river Trent, 
-inftead of falling northward into the Humber, to be car- 
tied eaftward thro’ Lincolnfbire, into the Eaft-fea. 

I prefently fufpected, this was owing to the artificial 
cut of the Romans, called Fofsdike, part of the Carfdike; 
which Fofsdike is drawn from Tork/ey at the Trent, to 
Lincoln ; there it meets the river Witham coming from 
the fouth, and proceeds eaftward toward Bo/fon, 
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Ever fince I was capable of obfervation, I often took 
notice, that the whole flat, or fenny country of Lincoln- 
fbire, has a gentle declivity, or natural defcent eaftward. 
this is owing not only to the fea lying that way, but is 
the cafe of all levels in the whole globe. the caufe muft 
be afferted to be the earth’s rotation upon its axis. 
which obfervation I printed long fince, in my Itinerarium 
Curiof. 


’Tis a principle in nature, that when a globe is turn’d 


on its axis, the matter on the furface flies the contrary 


way to its motion. the philofophers call this improperly 
a conatus recedendi ab axe motus. ‘tis not owing to an 
endeavour of matter to fly the contrary way, but to the 
innate inactivity of matter that refifts the motion ; does 
not readily follow it. 

But ‘tis evident from hence, that the earth receiving its 
motion before the furface was perfectly confolidated, the 
moiltifh matter would be left weftward, as far as it could 
be, and produce an extended and gentle declivity on the 
eaft; and at the fame time, by ftiffening, would render 
the weft fide of all hills fteep. 

This is a faét throughout the whole globe. hence it 
is, that all plains and levels have naturally their defcent 
towards the eaft. and hence it is, that the river of Wi-_ 
tham, from Grantham fide, running northward to Lia- 
coln, readily takes its courfe thence eaftward, to meet : the 
ocean over the fenny level. 

_ The Romans, when they made the artificial canal, the 
Carfdike, ftom Peterborough along the edge of the Lin- 
colnfbire fens, they introduced it into the river Witham, 

three 
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three miles below Lincoln. the purpofe of this artificial 
cut was, to convey corn in boats, from the fouthern parts 
of England, to the northern Pretentura’s in Scotland; 
for maintenance of the forces kept there. therefore, the 
canal entering the Witham pafied through Lincoln, and 
then was continued by another artificial cut called the’ 
Fofsdike, from Lincoln to Torkfey, where it enters the 
Trent, in order to go down the ftream to the Humber. 
from thence the fleet of corn-boats paffed up the river 
Oufe to York, by force of the tide. for fo high will the 
tide carry them: which was the reafon of building the 
city there. 

After this Fo/sdike, between the Trent and Witham ri- 
vers, was made by the Romans, ’tis eafy to imagine, that 
the extenfive river of Zrent, which runs altogether north- 
wards, would very readily, upon great floods, difcharge 
part thereof into the Fo/sdike; for ‘there is a defcent that 
way, as being to the eaft. and this might be the occa- 
fion of the geography in our map, miftaking the Fo/sdike 
and the continuation of the abit for that of the 
Trent. 

The river Witham, from Lincoln, goes fouth-eaft into 
the fea, by Boffon. and it feems to me, that in very early 
times, it might (at leaft in great floods) have another 
channel running over the Eaf-fen (as called) along that 
natural declivity full eaft, into the fea, as in the map of 
Richard of Cirencefter. 

This channel might pafs out of the prefent river of 
Witham a little below Coningsby, where the river Bane 
falls into it, at Dockdike and Youldale, by the water 
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of Hobridge, north of Hundle-houfe; fo running below 
Middleholm to Blackfike, it took the prefent divifion be- 
tween the two Wapontakes, all along the fouthfides of . 
the deeps of the Eaff-fen: and fo by Blackgote to Wain- 
fleet, the VAINONA of the Romans, 

My friend, ohn Warburton, Elq; Somerfet herald, 
has fome manut{cripts of our Lincolnfbire antiquary, fome 
years ago, Mr. De Ja Pryme, who was perfectly ac- 
quainted with that part of Lincolnfbire, and therein dif- 
covers fome fufpicions of the Zrenz running toward Lin- 
colm in antient days. but I think, all we can certainly — 
conclude from our map is the extreme antiquity of it. 
as the Carfdike muft have been projected and done by 
Agricola, on his conquelt of Scotland, we may reafon- 
ably judge this to be in the main his map, 2. e. copied, 
from his, though with fome additions by our author. 

This confideration, duly attended to, fhows the anti- 
quity of the Fofdike, and Carfdike, and of our map. 

We are told in the hiftory of Caraufius, that he re 
pair'd the Pretentura made in Scotland by Agricola, and 


added feven forts to it. a wife, and politic prince, 


knew the ‘neceflity of it. and confequently infer we, 
that he as furely repair’d the Car/dike navigation, to 
fupply the foldiers with corn, in that northern fituation. 


-and I have feveral reafons to induce me to conclude, he 


not only did fo, but carried it further fouthward than 
before, viz. from Peterborough quite to Cambridge ; - 
fome of which reafons I fhall recite in the hiftory of 
that hero. at prefent I fhall only hint, that his name 
has ever been afhxed to this famous canal, which has 

never 
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never been regarded by writers. ‘tis of utmoft impor- 
tance in the knowledge of Roman antiquity. and ’tis an 
affair of fuch public emolument, as not to be unworthy 
of the notice of the Legiflature; where an inland water- 
carriage is made, for 200 miles in length, from Cam- 
he to Boroughbridge. 

The Roman provinces, as we find ‘em in our map, 
are thefe. Maxima Cefarienfis, or Britannia fuperior, 
chiefly the country of the Brigantes, conquered by Cerea- 
lis, and fo nam’d by him, in the beginning of Ve/pa- 
fian’s reign, 

Valentia, all that country comprehended between the 
two Pretentura’s. 

Britannia prima or inferior, that part of the ifland 
fouth of the Thames. 

Britannia fecunda, being Wales. 

Flavia Cafarienfis, that part between thie Humber, 
and the Z4ames; denominated from the family-name of 
V efpafian. 

V efpafiana, that part of Scotland between the Varar 
fi ftuary, or highland boundary, and the northern Pre- 
tentura. 

Laftly, Caledonia properly, or the Highlands, which 
the Romans never conquered. and that part called Ve/- 
pap ana, after Agricola return’d, was neglected by Domi- 
tian, and recover'd by the Sco¢s ; at leaft to the firft Pre- 
tentura. and ‘tis from Richard ae Cirencefter alone, that 
we have an Itinerary of it from the Vararis Aifuary ; 
on which is the laft Roman tation, called Alata Caftra, 
now Lnverne/s. 
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I fhall next recite all the places, rivers, mountains, 
&c. fpecified in our map, the provinces they are in, 
and bat in alphabetical order; together with the mo- 
dern names of each, according to the beft of my know- 
ledge; whereby the value and excellence of our manu- 
fcript will more eafily appear: feeing fo many of them 
we were hitherto unacquainted withal; which I thall 
mark particularly thus *, as alfo thofe wherein we are 
able to correct former writers,

Thus I have recounted the names of places contain’d 
in this excellent map, to the number of 250: whereof 
100, mark’d in this catalogue thus *, are wholly new, 
or ill-plac’d by former writers. the reader vers’d in thefe 
kind of inquiries, will find no fmall number of them; 
to his judgment I leave them; as to me, the finding 
fault with others endeavours, is very difagreeable. this I 
may fay, it fets us right in abundance, wherein before, 
we had no guide but conjecture, from fimilitude of 
names. as for inftance, Uxel/a plac’d in fome great authors 
at Lefwthiel, Cornwal; is in Somerfet{bire, viz. at Bar- 
ton, where the Roman road called Fo/s crofles the river, 
a little north of Iche/fer. many more might be fpeci- 
fied, where only a map can properly direct us. 7 

I mutt take notice of another ufe in our map. in the 
province of Britannia Prima are two Venta’s, but till 
now, we could not afcertain them both. the map fhows

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us, one is Wimborn minfter, the other Wintchefter. the 
former is on the river A/auna, feen plainly in Blanford, 
being the ford over the Alauna; Llaunford, in the Bel- 
gie pronunciation: called now Allen river. our author 
calls Ganterbury, Cantiopolis, tho’ before we knew -no 
other name it had than Durovernum. but the modern 
name of Canterbury feems deriv'd from the former. and 
the termination favors our author's obfervation in another 
part of his hiftory, of remains of Greek traders preferv’d 
in fome places, of which feveral more inftances may be 
given. yes 

I extend my inquiries here on Richard of Cirenceffer’s 
map, no further than our ifland of Britain; leaving 
that of Ireland, to thofe that have proper opportuni- 
ties. | 

Nor fhall I pretend to aflign places in Scotland, any 
farther than the map directs me; but leave them too ‘to 
thofe that have proper opportunities of inquiry, in that 
kingdom.

Were I to recite all I have written upon this work, by 
way of comment, it would amount to a large ers 
yet fome few remarks I muft make. 


What all others call Durolenum, our author names 
Durofeoum, which 1 afhx to Sitting burn, ee this 
reading: the diftance conformable. 

Sullomacis, or rather Suel/aniacis, has its name from 
Suellan, or Caffibelin, who fought Czfar. I place it at 
Edgware, which. has its’ name from the Agger, or high 
raifed Roman way, Watling fireet. here was Caffibelin’s 
ufual refidence. his Oppidum, or military town, which 
Cefar ftorm’d, was at Watford. 

Forum Diane, a new name, was crouded into the 
roll of the original Itinerary, where the intermediate di- 
ftance x11 miles between Sz. Albans and Dunffable re- 
mained unalter’d. therefore the tranfcriber repeated the 
fame diftance erroneoufly. 

I doubt not, the place is what we now call Markez 
frreet, alittle on this fide Dunffable, upon the geat road 
Watling fireet. here was a Fane, and Forum, or portico 
facred to Diana; where a Panegyre, or Fair, as we call 
it,, was annually celebrated to the honor of the god- 
defs, by the lovers of hunting; on the great feitival 
facred to her when flags’ were facrificed. this was 
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upon auguf? 13, the hunter’s day,: in the Roman 
kalendar. 

I have no need to be afham’d. in acknowledging an 
erorr incurr’d in my juvenile travels, when we knew no- 
thing of this work of our author’s. for now I apprehend 
Durocobrivis is another name of a town near this place. 
the modern name of Kedéurn proves it, which means the 
fame as Durocobrivis, the paflage over the Redwater 
brook. ) 

Rotten row, Rowend, Flamfted by Forum Diane, 
names importing high antiquity. Hotter row juft by 
Bremenium, Ruchefter. again at Dorchefler, Oxford- 
foire. they relate to Panegyres or Fairs.

Here are recounted 173 places in Britain, being 62 
more than are contain’d in Amtoninus’s Itinerary: and of 
thofe in our Itinerary I have marked with an afterifc, no 
lefs than 76, which are either intirely new, or not right- 
ly affign’d to their true fituations, in former writers. 


Obfervations on the Itinerary. 


In my former papers, I difcourfed to the Society, 
firft, in rehearfal of the Memoirs we can recover, con- 
cerning Richard of Cirencefter, and of his writings. 

I gave an account of the moft excellent map of Ro- 
man Brittain, prehxt to the Treatife we are upon; 
this not only enables us to fix many places and fta- 
tions, which before now, we could do only by mere con- 
jecture, and etymology of names, and the, like: but

further, it gives us too places not hitherto known, fo 
much as in name. | 

Come we now to treat on the Itinerary, compriz’d in 
18 Iters, which traverfe the ifland of Brittain all man- 
ner of ways, in the nature of that we call Autoninus’s 
Itinerary ; with the intermediate miles between every fta- 
tion: to which I have affign’d the refpective modern 
names of the places, to the beft of my knowledge. 

This Itinerary of our author is far more copious than 
that of Antoninus: efpecially it takes in the whole king- 
dom of Scotland, that country reduced by the valiant 
Agricola, and calied by him Vefpafiana; when made a 
province, in honor to the reigning emperor's father. it 
took him up feven whole years to complete this great 
conqueft. and one of our Ivers extends from lata ca- 
fra, Invernefs, to the lands end in Cormwal. 

From due confideration, we have 'reafon to believe, 
this Itinerary of our author's, as to the original plan, is 
no other than that of Agricola, after he was recalled 
by Domitian, about A.D. 85. to Hadrian's time, Brit- 
tain was neglected, Agricola’s cities in Scotland over- 
thrown, his caftles difmantled. fo that Zacizws well fays, 
Perdomita Britannia et ftatim amiffa. he means only 
Scotland fubdued by Agricola. for four legions remained 
in that part we call England, to keep it in fubjeion till 
Hadrian came. ) 

To our Itinerary alone, and the map, are we indebted 
for the knowledge of the ftations in Scotland. {fo that 
we muft conclude, he had fight of manufcripts and rolls, 
which were written in that time; whether in the libra- 

ries 
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ries at Rome, or in the monattic libraries of Brittain, we 
know not. but from the fame libraries Aytoninus’s Iti- 
nerary, and the like monuments of learned antiquity 
were taken. | : 

It would feem that Wittichind, the Saxon author, had 
feen fuch like works, as our Richard perus’d: he writes; 
that Brittain. was divided into provinces by 7, e/pafian. 

Richard writes exprefsly, that he copied fome papers, 
tran{mitted to pofterity by a Roman General, who pro- 
bably was Agricola. he had fome informations from. 
certain religious of his order, who had been in Scor- 
land. 

He learnt what he writes on Caledonia, from Brittifb 
merchants. Again, {peaking of Glevum, Glouceffer, he 
fays, ‘tis a Roman colony, conftituted by Claudius. ut 
Jcriptores de iftis temporibus affirmant. {fo that he omitted 
no kind of means to acquire knowledge of the Brittifb 
geography. : 

In medio, ad fines, ad Itunam flu. ad montem Gram- 
pium, Elerirus, mons, Alpes Pennini, ad Pontem, ad MUP UM, 
ad vallum. A very great number of thefe, and the like, be- 
ing recited, intimate the high antiquity of the Itinerary : 
that the roads were generally made, or marked out; but 
towns, cities, caftles, not then built: only fome inns, for 
prefent conveniency. efpecially we fee this in Scotland, 
a good way on the fea-coaft northerly, and remarkably ~ 
in the IXth Iter: ad Tavum, ad Asficam, ad Tinam, 
ad Itunam, ad montem Grampium, ad Selinam; and in 
the map, thefe rivers are named, and the Grampian 

: mouns 
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mountain, witheut a town’s name annex’d; as then not 
fully built. and probably that country was left by th 
Romans, before the towns were built, the Romans having 
chiefly {trong camps by the rivers. we may reafonably 
hence judge, the original itinerary and map, which our 
Richard copied, was conftructed in Agricola’s time: tho’ 
afterward additions were made to it. 

We fee likewife this method of nomination, ufed in 
other more diftant parts, as Herirus mons in Wales, 
lpes pennini in the mountainous tract of Lanca/bire.

We learn to correct many words in our geography, 
which before were not truly wrote. for inftance, Baz- 
navenna, Towcefter. fometimes Benavona, Bennaventa, 
which words have no meaning, is really [/annavaria, ill 
placd at Weedon, or rather Ifantavaria: which words 
are eafily deduced from the Brizzifp. 


I judge it will be a matter ufeful to the fludious in 
this kind of learning, to collect into one general index, 
all the names of places hitherto recited in the map, and 
Itinerary, with the annexed afterisk denoting thofe names 

< which 
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which are new, or better placed, than in former books, 
ot of new denomination. to which we muft add thofe 
recited in his Vith chapter of the Chorography of Brit- 
tain. this contains above 100 names not found in my 
friend’ Mr. Baxter's Gloffarium Brittanicum: who has 
colle&ted all the names we before knew; and this prefent 
mult juftly be efteemed the nobleft monument of antient 
Brittain,

“Tis impoflible I fhould be exa@ in all, 
either in England, or Wales, or Scotland. — they muft be 
left to the ftudious, who have proper skill and oppor- 
tunities, to examine them: and makea juft ufe of the 
great light here thrown on the face of our ifland, in the 
earlieft times of the Romans. fome I have purpofely 
omitted, that the lovers of thefe antiquities may ufe like 
diligence to fill up thofe vacancies, as well as correc 
others, which future difcoveries will enable them to do.
